HEALTH chiefs have 
launched an investi¬ 
gation after a vulner¬ 
able patient was trap¬ 
ped in a lift for more 
than 24 hours. 

Staff at the Derwent 
Centre mental health 
unit, in Hamstel Road, 
are currently being ques¬ 
tioned about the incident, 
which the Star under¬ 
stands occurred between 
the late afternoon of 
October 28 and the fol¬ 
lowing night. 

According to one member 
of staff, who wished to 
remain anonymous, it was 
several hours before anyone 
noticed the man was miss-

ing, despite the fact he was 
meant to be receiving one- 
to-one care. 

“I just find the whole inci¬ 
dent quite astonishing really; 
the man could have died,” 
said the informant. 

“How can a patient who is 
supposedly receiving one-to- 


one care become trapped in 
a lift for so long without 
anyone realising he was 
gone?” 

The source declined to 
reveal the patient’s name but 
claimed he had admitted 
himself to the centre - which 
is run by the North Essex 
Partnership NHS Trust - just 
over a month ago. 

“This really makes me 
worry about the emergency 


procedures that are 
supposed to be in 1 
place if someone g 
missing. He’s safely back 
on the ward now but it could 
have been extremely danger¬ 
ous for the patient.” 

Police confirmed a miss¬ 
ing person’s call was logged 
at 8.44pm on October 28 by 
staff at the centre but they

Five dogs dead 

as poison fears 
mount 


AT least five dogs are 
believed to have died 
from eating rat poison 
on open ground in 
Harlow. 

The grim toll was 
revealed as an RSPCA 
clinic this week reiterated 
its warning to pet owners 
to be extra vigilant while 
walking their animals. 

A fox and its cubs have also 
been found dead and a number 
of other animals have become 
ill after going into certain 
fields understood to be scat¬ 
tered with rat pellet. 

Trisha Hume, of the 
RSPCA clinic in The Stow, 
said as many as five fields 
have now been contaminated 
with the deadly poison. 

“I would like to know where 
they are getting it from,” she 
said. 

“I don’t know if somebody 
is doing it because they have 
been bitten by a dog or don’t 
like dogs off the lead, but it 
seems too widespread to be an 
accident.” 

The first incident occurred 
last month when a pet owner 
reported their dog had become 
ill after eating poison while

out on a walk. 

Since then, several other 
residents have approached the 
Star to report that their ani¬ 
mals have either died or have 
been taken seriously ill after 
walking in fields around the 
town. 

Mrs Hume said she was 
aware of at least five dogs 
which have now died as a 
result of suspected poisoning, 
adding that the problem 
appears to be getting worse. 

“I just don’t know why any¬ 
one would want to do such a 
thing,” she added. 

Fields at the rear of St Mary 
at Latton Church, in First 
Avenue, Harlow Common and 
others near Bush Fair and 
Tesco at Church Langley are 
thought to have been contami¬ 
nated by poison. 

Harlow Council has stated 
its workers are not responsible 
for laying poison in the fields. 

A police spokesman asked 
for anybody who has informa¬ 
tion about the poisonings to 
get in touch by calling 0300 
333444.

Stow no-go order 
runs until January 

A BAN on troublemakers entering a prob¬ 
lem hotspot in Harlow has been extended in 
a further effort to relieve crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour in the area. 

Police and council chiefs have been 
granted extra time on a dispersal order cov¬ 
ering The Stow, which came in to force at 
the beginning of September and will now 
run until January. 

The decision came about after the suc¬ 
cess of the original order, which enables 
police and community support officers to 
move on groups of two or more people who 
are, or are deemed likely to cause intimida¬ 
tion, distress and alarm to others, and to 
arrest them if they return within 24 hours. 

Shopkeepers who were plagued with 
anti-social behaviour have welcomed the 
extension. 

Police inspector Andy Bray said he was 
seeking anti-social behaviour orders on a 
number of people who have been identified 
and arrested during the operation.

were not told that he had been found until 
10.54pm the following night. 

A spokeswoman for the North Essex 
Partnership NHS Trust refused to give any 
details about the actual incident, including 
how long the patient had been trapped in 
the lift, but said his family had been made 
aware of the situation. 

“We can confirm there was an incident 
where a patient was found in a lift but it 
would be inappropriate to comment further 
due to patient confidentiality,” she said. 

“Missing persons procedures had been 
taken and both the police and the patient’s 
family were made aware of the situation.”

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Arthritic smuggler is 
given leave to appeal 


A SMUGGLER who conspired 
to bring 12 million illegal ciga¬ 
rettes into the country has won 
the first stage of an Appeal 
Court battle to have his jail term 


cut after judges heard he is crip¬ 
pled with arthritis. 

Gary Frost (53), of Hollyfield, 
Harlow, was one of a gang which plot¬ 
ted to evade duty worth £2.1m. 


He pleaded guilty at Ipswich Crown 
Court on July 20 last year to conspiracy 
to contravene the Customs and Excise 
Management Act and was jailed for five- 
and-a-half years. 

On Friday Lord Justice Moses, Mr 
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Justice Burnett and Judge Morris QC, sit¬ 
ting at London’s Criminal Appeal Court, 
granted him permission to appeal against 
the sentence. 

They were told Frost is so badly affect¬ 
ed by rheumatoid arthritis that he cannot 
dress himself without the aid of 
another prisoner. 

The court heard Frost’s hands 
have formed into claw-like 
hooks because of the condition, 
which has already forced him to 
undergo operations to replace 
his hips and knee joints. 

Frost’s lawyers said he is in 
such a pitiful state he needs the 
help of another inmate each 
morning to button up his 
clothes and cannot take part in 
any prison activities, remaining 
isolated in his cell. 

Lord Justice Moses, after 
hearing those submissions, 
granted him permission to 
appeal against sentence and 
adjourned the case for the 
preparation of new medical and 
prison reports. 

Frost’s case will return for a 
full appeal hearing in due 
course.

Meeting will 
turn spotlight 
on education 


EDUCATION in Harlow will 
be under the spotlight tomorrow 
(Friday) at a public meeting to 
discuss how it can be improved. 
This year all secondary schools 
in the town achieved above the 
Government’s target of five or 
more A-C GCSE or equivalent 
grades, including English and 
maths, but school chiefs are 
keen to build on the success and 
address areas where services 
can be further improved. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell, who 
will be at the meeting along 
with headteachers and Harlow 
College principal Colin 
Hindmarch, said: “I am 
delighted that educational 
attainment in Harlow has risen 
in the last 10 years from 28 per 
cent getting five A*-C GCSEs 
to 63.5 per cent, but we need to 
consider new collective 
measures to improve school 
performance and the initiatives 
currently under review, 
including the Trust proposal and 
the sixth form partnership, have 
my full support. 

“People in Harlow need an 
opportunity to be engaged in 
what is being proposed. It is 
time for a new strategic 
initiative to get the very best for 
our young people in Harlow.” 
The meeting is at 7.30pm in the 
council chamber at Harlow 
Civic Centre.

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Mum's health fears 
over mould misery 


A DESPERATE mum-of-two 
fears she is on the verge of a 
physical breakdown because 
housing chiefs have refused to 
move her out of her mould- 
coated council flat. 

Lucy Groves (23), of Rundells, 
Harlow, has lost three stone in 
weight due to stress and says the 
health of her children - Demi 
and Charlie - is being affected 
because of the conditions in 
which they are living. 

The state of the property is so 
bad that even her local ward 
councillor admits he would not 
stay there. 

But despite constant complaints 
to Harlow Council, Miss Groves 
says she is still no closer to the 
problem being resolved. 

The part-time fish and chip 
shop worker, who with partner 
Brad Horn (22) pays £240 a 
month in rent, said: “I can’t 
even use the bath because of the 
steam moving the spores of 
mould, so I’m going around to 
another house to use their bath. 
“I’m taking anti-depressants 
because of it and I’m losing 
weight. I ended up in hospital a 
few weeks ago because my body 
just gave up. I’m near to 


collapse. My children are 
constantly ill as well.” 

Miss Groves was moved into the 
flat in 2003 as a temporary 
measure until more suitable 
accommodation was made 
available. 

When the Star first reported on 
her plight two months ago, the 
council said it would send a 
surveyor to look into the 
problem. 

But still the mould remains and 
since then she has had to buy 
new kitchen appliances because 
a leak went into her electricity 
box and caused a fire. 
Councillor Clive Souter, who 
has taken up Miss Groves’ case, 
said he was working with the 
housing department to rectify 
the situation. 

Asked if he would live there in 
its present condition, he said: 
“Personally, no”. 

A council spokesman said: “The 
property has been visited on a 
number of occasions and a 
report was received from Kier 
Harlow on Friday. We will be in 
touch with the tenant. 

“We have no report regarding a 
fire.”

Brave teen in 
second brain 
tumour fight

THE father of a football- 
mad teenager who is 
recovering from an opera¬ 
tion to remove a SECOND 
brain tumour spoke this 
week of his son’s bravery 
and paid tribute to the 
medical teams who have 
saved his life. 

Gavin Brooke, of Hollyfield, 
Harlow, has received treatment 
for two growths during the past 
four years, the first when he 
was just 14. 

Both tumours were on the right 
side his brain, the area which con¬ 
trols the left side of the body. 

Gavin (18) is still recovering 
from his latest operation which 
took place three weeks ago. At 
times during the procedure he was 
awake, drifting in and out of con¬ 
sciousness to minimise the risk of 
harm. 

The whole recovery process

could take anything up to six years 
but dad Terry described his son as 
a true fighter and said he was 
thankful Gavin will be with his 
family - mum Val (48) and sisters 


Kate (28), Vicky (27) and Kylie 
(20) - to celebrate Christmas. 

“He is a credit to himself and to 
us,” said Mr Brooke. “We could 
not be more proud of him. He has 
never shown any self pity through¬ 
out his ordeal which I would not 
wish upon any child or family. 

“We are just so thankful he is 
alive. We will have a quiet family 
Christmas this year; it will be a 
time for reflection.” 

Gavin plays football for his 
local team, Langley Rangers, and 
was was involved right up until he 
went in to hospital in London for 
his operation last month. 

Mr Brooke said of the team: 
“We must thank them for their 
unstinting support. They have 
always made a point that Gavin is 
very much part of the team.” 

With no guarantee the tumours 
will not reurn, Gavin is required to 
continue having MRI (magnetic 
resonance imaging) scans for the 
rest of his life. 

Mr Brooke added: “We thank 
his surgeon, Andrew McCevoy, 
for his skill and all the support 
nurses and staff who were dedicat¬ 
ed and professional.” 


Council pays 
out £250,000 
on homeless 

HARLOW Council has 
paid more than £250,000 
to put people in temporary 
accommodation while they 
waited for a council house 
last year. 

Figures released to the 
Star show £220,760 was 
spent settling bed and 
breakfast bills while 
£23,520 was spent on 
private sector leasing. 
Joshua Jolles, chairman of 
the council’s housing 
committee, said: “We have 
very limited resources and 
over 7,000 people on the 
housing register. We have a 
housing stock of just under 
10,000 homes and only 
50-60 homes at any one 
time available for re¬ 
letting. This has reduced 
from 200-300 several years 
ago. 

“In the past year we have 
substantially reduced the 
number of people in bed 
and breakfast. In March 
there were around 28 
households at any one time 
and this is down to four. 
“Although there is little we 
can do about increasing 
the number of council 
properties available we 
have been working hard to 
increase the number of 
affordable homes to let. 
“We have also worked 
with private landlords to 
bring their properties back 
in to use which will reduce 
pressure on our properties 
and we are using former 
sheltered housing units 
that are no longer 
required.” 


Youth cafe opens 
for student lunch 

A TOWN centre cafe for young people has 
extended its opening hours to cater for col¬ 
lege students wanting to take advantage of 
its four star-rated food. 

Cafe Youth, the Harlow Council-funded 
eatery manned by volunteers, is now open 
exclusively for 16- to 18-year-olds from 
noon-1,30pm on weekdays following a suc¬ 
cessful first few months. 

Eddie Johnson, chairman of the council’s 
environment and community committee, 
said the cafe in West Gate continued to 
impress with its excellent service. 

“ft now offers good quality, healthy 
lunches at an affordable price to college 
students during the week, as well as provid¬ 
ing a safe and friendly place for young peo¬ 
ple at the weekends. 

“The volunteer staff are doing a great job 
and the four-star score just goes to prove 
how committed and professional they are.” 

Travellers stay put 

TRAVELLERS who have set up camp on 
county council-owned land in a Harlow 
cul-de-sac will face legal action after 
refusing to move on. 

They were given 48 hours to leave when 
an enforcement officer visited the site in 
London Road, but following their refusal 
to leave, the authority is now pursuing the 
matter through the courts to seek an evic¬ 
tion notice. 

Police have confirmed they will step up 
their presence in the area following com¬ 
plaints of anti-social behaviour.

“It was hard work but they 
gradually built the business up and 
we used to do teas in the garden. 
There was a shop too. 

“When mum was about 90, we gave 
it up because she wanted to stay 
there but couldn’t cope. We were 
attacked a lot as well - 11 times 
while we were there because of the 
post office, so we closed it down.” 
The farm remains owned by the 
family, but is now rented out. Sadly, 
Rose died six years ago, aged 93. 
Rosemarie added: “She liked it 
when she was there; she was a 
character.”

41,000 homes 
earmarked for 
town borders 


PROPOSALS to build a further 40,900 
homes on land surrounding Harlow have 
been submitted to regional planning chiefs 
by developers keen to capitalise on the 
extension of the East of England Plan. 

Seven separate sets of proposals for further resi¬ 
dential development on land to the north, east, 
south and west were submitted to the East of 
England Regional Assembly as it undertakes a 
review of the controversial planning blueprint to 
extend its scope until 2031. 

The latest submissions are independent of existing 
draft plans for a massive housing development which 
could see up to 20,000 homes built north of Harlow. 

Although two of the newly proposed developments - 
on agricultural land to the west and north - failed to 
meet the submission criteria, the remaining five will be 
studied closely for possible inclusion in the revised Plan. 

Yet EERA regional planning panel chairman Derrick 
Ashley was quick to point out the examination of pro¬ 
posals did not mean the Assembly supported them. 

“I want to stress that what has been published is a list 
of submissions from developers and it does not mean

that the Assembly - or local authorities - are supportive 
of the proposals. 

“We are currently at the very early stages of the East 
of England Plan review, where we are gathering evi¬ 
dence on a range of different issues including the econ¬ 
omy, housing and the environment. 

“The overall evidence will be used to develop broad 
options for new housing development in the region up to 
2031, which will be published for public consultation in 
spring 2009.” 

However, Nigel Clark, secretary of pressure group 
STOP Harlow North, claimed developers were “jumping 
on the Harlow North bandwagon”. 

He told the Star: “Essentially, this is a bunch of 
landowners and developers desperately trying to jump 
on the Harlow North bandwagon to claim their slice of 
the pie and help pile further misery onto the thousands 
of residents who have already objected to the East of 
England Plan.”

Drug tests for cabbies 


MINICAB drivers could soon be 
subject to random alcohol and 
drug tests as part of a controver¬ 
sial plan by Harlow Council. 

The licensing committee has 
agreed to send proposals making 
it a legal requirement for private 
hire drivers to undergo testing to 
the environment and community 
committee for ratification later 
this month. 

If agreed, the move would see 
minicab drivers told to attend the 
town’s occupational health service 
and be tested for illicit drugs 


using test strips and urine samples 
which indicate the presence of 
cocaine, amphetamines, barbitu¬ 
rates, opiates and cannabis. 

Alcohol testing would see the 
council’s safety and licensing staff 
breathalyse drivers. 

Some minicab drivers are said 
to be upset at the proposals, which 
have come about despite no evi¬ 
dence to suggest any wrongdoing. 

It is understood plans are in the 
pipeline to make Hackney 
Carriage cab drivers subject to the 
tests also.

place to be on a Friday night.” 
The club night launched on 
Saturday and Craig hopes it 
will soon become the place to 
go for under-18s.

“What we want to do is create a 
safe environment in which 
teenagers can have a good 
time,” said Craig. 

“The drop-off and pick-up point 
is right outside the club and 
marshals will be outside as well 
for the safety of the 
youngsters.”

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Tory tirade at 
'feudal' Beeb

THE politician hoping to be 
the next Conservative MP 
for Harlow is calling for tel¬ 
evision licence fee payers to 
be given more of a say on the 
way in which the BBC is 
run. 

Robert Halfon this week described 
the BBC as a feudal monarchy and 
claimed the publicly funded corpora¬ 
tion had “put a straitjacket over every 
licence fee payer in the land” through 
its unwillingness to consult with the 
public over programming issues. 

In the wake of recent public reac¬ 
tion to the Russell Brand and 
Jonathan Ross prank on Radio 2 and 
Top Gear presenter Jeremy Clark¬ 
son’s comments about lorry drivers, 
Mr Halfon vented some of his frus¬ 
trations at the way the BBC operates 
in a blog on the independent Tory 
website Conservativehome.com. 

“If the BBC chooses to overpay 
its presenters, do we have any real 
say?” he asked. “If the BBC is 
biased, do we have any real right of 
address? If we feel the licence fee is 
too high, can we get it reduced? Of 
course not. 

“The BBC has a monopoly, not 
just over broadcasting, but has put a 


straitjacket over every licence fee 
payer in the land. So how do we 
change this?” 

Mr Halfon goes on to suggest that 
every viewer should be given a 
unique personal identification num¬ 
ber and allowed to vote annually via 
the internet on everything from the 
quality of programming to the 
salaries paid its presenters. 

Arguing that licence fee payers 
have no genuine stake in the way the 
corporation is run, he also proposed 
a shift to voluntary subscription to 
BBC channels and even advocated 
the abolishment of the licence fee 
altogether. 

“Television viewers will not toler¬ 


ate just being subjects of the BBC’s 
feudal monarchy for much longer,” 
he warned. “It’s time to give us the 
vote.” 

The BBC has been under increas¬ 
ing pressure for changes in the way 
it is run since Brand and Ross left 
messages on former Fawlty Towers 
actor Andrew Sachs’ answering 
machine in which they made com¬ 
ments about his granddaughter, 
Georgina Baillie (23). Their antics 
were broadcast last month, prompt¬ 
ing more than 30,000 complaints. 

Jeremy Clarkson incensed lorry 
drivers by joking that they spent 
their time driving and murdering 
prostitutes.

Parents on 
alert after 
infestation 
of headlice 

PARENTS are being alerted 
to an outbreak of headlice 
among scores of children at a 
Harlow school. 

Around 60 pupils in two 
classes at Abbotsweld Prim¬ 
ary, in Partridge Road, have 
been affected in what head¬ 
teacher Lesley Lynn described 
as one of the worse cases she 
has witnessed during her years 
at the school. 

Now she is warning all par¬ 
ents to check their children’s 
hair and to treat the problem 
immediately if they spot lice 
or eggs. 

“I have been texting par¬ 
ents of pupils who have head¬ 
lice or speaking with them 
face-to-face to ask them to 
treat their children because 
we can’t, we’re not allowed,” 
she said. 

“What we have been told 
by Essex County Council is 
that it is parents’ responsibili¬ 
ty to deal with it. We can’t 
comb a child’s hair to look 
and we aren’t allowed to do 
anything about it. All we can 
do if we see eggs or lice is to 
inform the parent and ask 
them to treat the problem. It is 
frustrating, but that is what 
we have to do.” 

Mrs Lynn said most par¬ 
ents had been co-operative 
but said it was important all 
parents heeded the advice. 

She said all schools have 
outbreaks but added: “It’s 
something which keeps hap¬ 
pening over and over again.

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Quick, it's a cheetah! 


THERE’S nothing unusual in finding your 
nextdoor neighbour’s pet cat in your back 
garden, but imagine going outside to play 
and discovering a cheetah prowling around 
flowerbeds. 

That was the shocking discovery made by a 
nine-year-old boy from Cambridge when he 
came face-to-face with the world’s fastest land 
animal. 

Toby Taylor was in his back garden when he 
spotted the big cat. He quickly ran indoors just 


as it pounced on his bike and started tearing up 
the saddle. 

It turned out the cheetah had escaped from a 
nearby zoo. Within a few minutes of raising the 
alarm, staff from the zoo arrived with the police to 
capture it. 

They said the three-year-old big cat had escaped 
through a broken electric fence and claimed it 
wouldn’t have harmed Toby. 

The local council is carrying out an investigation 
into how the cheetah managed to make its 
escape, but zoo director Andrew Swales said the 


electric fence had now been repaired. 

“The cheetah wouldn't pose any danger and his 
reaction to strangers would be the same as a pet 
dog - either a friendly greeting or a guarded 
retreat," he added. 

“I do not know of any cases of a cheetah 
attacking a human.” 

Cheetahs are native to the grassy plains of Africa 
and can reach speeds of up to 75mph when 
running. Sadly they are now an endangered 
species and only 10,000 of these majestic 
creatures are left in the world today.

SIR, I note Robert Halfon’s letter to the Star 
{Letters, October 23) regarding Labour’s campaign 
for a new Harlow bypass and I write to clarify some 
of the issues he raises from a county council 
perspective. 

As I am sure Mr Halfon is aware, the refresh 
process for the transport regional funding allocation 
is where the Government invites advice from the 
regions regarding specific transport priorities. Prior 
to this, regions will consult with counties as to their 
views. Based on regional advice, the Government 
will take decisions on how the money should be 
spent. 

While the Government may only be offering warm 
words at this stage, this is absolutely appropriate. 
The deadline for regional advice is February next 
year and we are lobbying for this scheme in the 
correct way. At a full council meeting last month, I 
raised with Norman Hume, county council 
portfolio-holder for transport, how county would be 
submitting their advice to the region. 

The transport regional funding allocation process is 
a mechanism for long-term strategic planning and 
for the county council it is of huge importance in 
achieving county transport priorities, which include 
the Ml 1/A414 link road. These are transport 
projects which will take over 10 years to deliver and 
we have always been clear that this is a long-term 
improvement. 

While Mr Halfon is correct that new housing does 
not necessarily guarantee transport improvements, 
the case for building the bypass would be 
considerably weaker without the new Harlow North 
development. And with a finite amount of money, 
especially in the current climate, there needs to be 
clearly identifiable priorities based on need. Harlow 
North achieves this. 

Furthermore, the schemes submitted to be part of 
the regional funding allocation refresh will total 
more than any Government is willing to spend in 
our county. Harlow North offers possible 
contributions from private developers to supplement 
the scheme.

Changes to tenancies 

SIR, In response to the article about OAPs doing 
their own repairs (Star, November 6), I felt I had to 


set the record straight as the council spokesman had 
failed to advise correctly. 

Tenants were consulted back in July about changes 
to the tenancy agreement, receiving a letter from a 
council officer and a copy of the proposed new 
tenancy agreement. This had been put together over 
a long period of time by the council’s housing 
management service improvement team consisting 
of councilors, council officers and tenant and 
leaseholder representatives. 

Just recently tenants received a letter from the head 
of housing advising that the new tenancy agreement 
had one change to it and that it would come in to 
force on the December 1 this year. 

Reading this document, we can see that it lists the 
council’s responsibilities but not those of the tenant 
- to obtain a list of a tenant’s responsibilities, we 
are told to obtain an information leaflet. However, 
we are also told that people with a disability should 
advise the council of their situation and, in many 
cases, they will be able to help. 

To ensure you get the service you deserve, contact 
the council if you suffer from a form of disability 
that prevents you from carrying out repairs yourself 
and ensure that this information is recorded on your 
file. Also, help staff to help you by reminding them 


of your condition when you call to report a repair.

GHOST TOWN Ricky Gervais 
graduates to Hollywood leading 
man in Ghost Town, David 
Koepp’s supernatural comedy 
about a curmudgeonly British 
dentist who discovers that he can 
see dead people on the streets 
of Manhattan.

JOURNEY TO THE CENTER 
OF THE EARTH 

(Entertainment In Video, PG, retail & rental) 

After a couple of short-lived flourishes in the 1950s 
and 70s, it’s good to see 3-D enjoying a major revival. 
Following the jaw-dropping, in-your-face excitements 
of Beowulf, this new take on Jules Verne’s classic 
adventure uses the latest 3-D technology to reel 
viewers into one lavish set-piece after another as 
scientist Trevor (Brendan Fraser) ventures deep below 
the Earth’s crust with his nephew and a foxy Icelandic 
guide in search of his long-lost brother. 

Forget all you know about physics and plausibility 
because this is one big, fun visual romp once the trio 
tumble down the rabbit hole to find themselves in a 
world of giant fungi, underground seas alive with 
fanged fish, carnivorous plants and, oddly, just the 
one hungry T-Rex. 

Fraser’s perfect for this kind of thing, pretty much 
transplanting his jaunty, square-jawed hero from The 
Mummy series and able to keep the various plates of 
romance, nurture and action spinning evenly 
throughout. It’s also a nice post-modern touch that 
Verne’s original novel effectively acts as a guidebook 
to the stranded subterranauts. 

Director Eric Brevig’s background as a visual effects 
artist is apparent in the lush fantasy environments, 
and that’s certainly no bad thing for a movie whose 
chief pleasures are intentionally visual rather than 
cerebral. 

This two-disc set features the film in both 
conventional and 3-D formats and includes two pairs 
of special glasses plus a commentary and several 
featurettes.

HOURGLASS SANATORIUM 

(Mr Bongo Films, 15, retail) 


If David Lynch’s Eraserhead is the closest cinema has 
come to mapping the disturbing territory of a 
nightmare, Polish director Wojciech ( The Saragossa 
Manuscript ) Has’ 1973 Hourglass Sanatorium must 
stand as its equal in terms of capturing the roiling 
brew of memory, nostalgia and fantasy that distil into 
dreaming. 

Taken from the Kafka-esque works of Bruno Schultz 
(who was murdered by the SS in 1942), it’s a 
sumptuously shot stream-of-consciousness affair 
beginning with Jozef (Jan Nowicki) arriving at an 
incredible decaying mansion of broken windows and 
choking vines to visit his dead father, who still lives in 
this place where time stands still. 

Time runs backwards too, and Jozef goes with it to 
journey through the surreal Wonderland of his mind, 
crawling under a bed to emerge in the Hasidic village 
of his childhood, bantering with sexually alluring 
female authority figures, bickering with what might 
be his childhood self and meeting historical 
characters preserved as automatons of blood and 
clockwork before wending his back through the 
corridors of time to his present. 

Not one to watch for narrative coherence, this is best 
enjoyed by simply letting it unfold in front of you and 
taking what you can from it, from the tone of unease 
and absurdity to the beautiful cinematography and 
elliptical script.

WAR REQUIEM 

(Second Sight, 12, retail) 

Effectively an 85-minute classical music video for 
Benjamin Britten’s War Requiem, which uniquely 
blends the Latin Mass For The Dead with the work of 
First World War poet Wilfred Owen, Derek Jarman’s 
fitful 1989 film veers between heartbreaking 
poignancy and, occasionally, an excess of artsy 
indulgence. 

Composed of harrowing archive film and staged 
vignettes featuring Sir Lawrence Olivier (Old Soldier), 
Tilda Swinton (Nurse), Sean Bean (German Soldier) 
and Nathaniel Parker (Wilfred Owen), it seeks to 
capture the lost innocence, horrors and futility of 20th 
century warfare. 

Swinton is simply mesmerising but, overall, the 
dramatised sequences pale before the sheer 
emotional devastation of the montages of actual 
footage. 

Extras include an engaging and illuminating 
commentary by producer Don Boyd, a documentary 
of interviews and a feature on the 2008 performance 
of Britten’s War Requiem in Liverpool and Cologne.

BARAKA 

(Second Sight, PG, retail) 

Another visual feast this week is Ron Fricke’s restored 
1992 film Baraka, its title a Sufi term translating as 
‘blessing’ or ‘breath of life’. 

With its achingly beautiful visuals and hypnotic 
soundtrack by the likes of Michael Stearns and Dead 
Can Dance fusing to create a ravishing poem to the 
planet and mankind’s relationship to it, this feels like 
both. 

Fricke was the director of photography on 
Koyaanisqatsi and this transcendental, uplifting 


experience sits admirably alongside it as breathtaking 
footage from 24 global locations weaves majestic 
panoramas of deserts, mountain ranges and 
rainforests into exotic wildlife and human society in 
all its diversity, from time-lapse shots of harried 
commuters to Balinese singers performing the Kecak 
monkey chant, tranquil mystics and exotic shamen. 
Baraka is an overwhelmingly rich experience which 
grows steadily more hypnotic as it progresses, saying 
much about planet Earth without uttering a word. 
Simply magnificent. 

Extras in this two-disc set include the documentary 
Baraka-A Closer Look and a feature on the 
painstaking restoration process.

THE RING FINGER 

(Second Sight, 15, retail) 

Ukrainian beauty and new Quantum Of Solace Bond 
girl Olga Kurylenko stars in this odd little 2005 
psychosexual drama which invites comparison with 
The Secretary and, superficially, some of Peter 
Greenaway’s more esoteric films. 

Losing the tip of her ring finger in a factory accident, 
Iris (Kurylenko) finds work in a bizarre lab which 
preserves and stores anything people bring in, from 
facial scars to sheet music. 

Sharing a room with a sailor whom she never meets 
due to their conflicting shift patterns, she slides into a 
curious fetishistic relationship with her detached 
employer, beginning with his gift of a pair of stilettos 
he insists she never removes. 

It’s intriguing enough to begin with and creates a 
gentle aura of weird, dreamy eroticism but 
disappointingly drifts off into a confusing variation on 
the Bluebeard story at the climax.

Macc to reality 


REALITY rather than romance pre¬ 
vailed as Harlow Town’s dreams of 
extending their FA Cup run were ended 
by League Two club Macclesfield Town at 
Barrows Farm. 

Saturday’s first round tie was the town’s 
biggest sporting event since Harlow hosted 
Barnet in the first round of the competition in 
the 1981-82 season and most of the 2,149 crowd 
were fervently hoping for an upset. 

But it was not to be as a well-drilled Macclesfield 
side proved stronger on the ball. Nat Brown and 
Danny Thomas were influential in 
midfield in very different ways. 
The Hawks defended nobly but 
the Silkmen had done their home¬ 
work. Creative players Leon Lalite and 
Danny Green were stifled while the 
hosts desperately missed suspended top

scorer Jamie Richards. 

He would have offered a threat and this emphasised 
how much a Non-League club need ALL their top 
players if they are to have a chance of causing an 
upset. 

The crowd were buzzing and Harlow’s fans were in 
excellent voice but the first half failed to live up to 
the build-up: a scrappy encounter enlivened only by 
the odd attack. 

After Hawks skipper James Bunn blazed an early 
chance over, Izak Reid was allowed space outside the 
home box before his shot was deflected wide. 

Soon after, a free-kick from ex-Bishop’s Stortford 
player Ahmed Deen fell to Brown, whose goal-bound 
shot was nodded away by Danny Chapman. 

At the other end, Bunn’s cross from the right found 
Tashan Adeyinka who shot wide at the near post. 

The Hawks also threatened near the half-hour mark 
but Bunn headed wide. 

Thereafter, Macclesfield got on top and were 
denied on 37 minutes when keeper James Hasell 
blocked Reid’s shot. 

Harlow started the second half brightly before their 
big moment came and went on 55 minutes. 

Lalite passed to Bunn who held off a defender 
before setting up Adeyinka. The 17-year-old had just 


Macclesfield stopper Jon Brain to beat from nine 
yards out but he miscued his shot and the home crowd 
winced. 

The visitors broke the deadlock on 65 minutes. The 
impressive Simon Yeo exerted pressure on Hawks 
defender Beckett Hollenbach who conceded a need¬ 
less corner and Deen’s flag kick saw Shaun Brisley 
rise above two Harlow defenders to head in. 

On 73 minutes, Adeyinka was booked for a foul on 
Dunfield and shortly after this, Harlow’s first shot on 
target - a 25-yard effort from Mark Taylor - was 
saved. 

Harlow changed their formation leaving three at 
the back as Hollenbach came off for new signing 
Ollie Allen - the son of ex-Spurs striker Clive Allen - 
making his first team debut up front. 

On 83 minutes, Yeo broke down the left but shot 
wide of the far post. 

The issue was settled on 86 minutes. A throw on 
the right was flicked through to Dunfield, whose low 
22-yard shot beat Hasell at the right post to break 
Harlow’s hearts.

The Macclesfield boss said: “It 
was a difficult place to come to.

KEEPER James Hasell feels 
that the Hawks can build on 
their FA Cup run and chal¬ 
lenge for a play-off spot in the 
Ryman premier division. 

Harlow Town only narrowly 
avoided relegation last season but 
the custodian says they can 
progress. 

Speaking shortly after Harlow’s 
defeat to Macclesfield, Hasell told Star 
Sport: ‘ ‘There is no reason why we can¬ 
not get to the play-offs. We have games 
in hand. We have played good sides and 
got results. There is nobody to fear. 

“We have had the basis of the side for 
some time and we have had some good 
young players come through. We are in 
a stronger position than last year.” 


Hasell was proud of what Harlow 
have achieved in this season’s FA Cup. 
“There were some disappointed lads in 
there but we should be proud. We cannot 
be too hard on ourselves. We have put 
the club on the map and in the national 
press,” he said.

[to collect the ball] and it came in at the 
last moment with the wind and their 
player lost our marker and had a free 
header from six yards. 

“We conceded the second goal going 
for the equaliser. We had nothing to lose 
and had changed the formation.” 

Hasell praised the fans for their sup¬ 
port and offered sympathy to Tashan 
Adeyinka who missed a great chance to 
put Harlow ahead. 

“The fans were superb for us today 
and it was nice to see the place full up. 
They have been great in other games 
like Crowborough and Burgess Hill,” he 
said.
